| eae is in a hurry these days, 


but let’s take a few minutes to 

preview the plans for the Chicago 
Dental Society’s 96th Midwinter Meet- 
ing on February 5, 6, 7 and 8, 1961.

“Inasmuch as Ye Did It Unto The Least of These . . .” 


To complete the Master’s words, may I quote in full: “Inasmuch as ye did 
it to the least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me.” Only one in three 
members of the profession cared enough or was thoughtful enough to have 
made a contribution to the American Dental Association Relief Fund and 
thereby lifted a hand to help those of our profession upon whom misfortune 
has fallen. Last year some 33,0000 members contributed nearly $100,000 and 
so had a share in making the sunset years of some of our patriarchs a little 
brighter and more livable—an average gift of $3.00 per giver, less than a 
penny a day. Certainly there are very few among us who are still active who 
could not afford this. Over the past several years, the writer has been urging 
that each of us give at least $5.00, which on the basis of g0,000 members would 
total some $450,000. Just think of the good that could be done for those in need. 


If it has never been your duty to have to investigate a case where, because 
of catastrophic illness or other misfortune, the savings and security for the 
declining years have been wiped out, where opportunity to earn the necessities 
for life is gone and there is nowhere to turn except the charity department of 
the state, then you have not come face to face with one of life’s most pitiful 
tragedies. Most of those in need are too proud to ask aid, and are overwhelmed 
by the prospect of becoming a charity ward, many times having no children or 
relatives to turn to. The size of the grant for these men who have done so much 
to help make our profession great is dependent on the amount of our giving. 
If the grant barely keeps body and soul together, as was the case in one grant 
that I recall, where the principal items of food were cheese, crackers, bread and 
tea, and lodging was the cheapest and barest of rooms, then it is my judgment 
that we have failed our professional brother. Certainly, he is deserving of a 
clean, warm place to live, the simple needs to provide proper diet, and warm 
and clean clothing so that he can visit his friends and acquaintances without 
the stigma of being “down and out” and forgotten by the profession. Give 
enough to see that his sunset years are at least partly what he hoped they would 
be and he will know that we who have been richly blessed with health and 
earning capacity care enough to share.

Your Christmas will be brighter, our brother in need will be happier and more 
secure, and you will be richly blessed because you shared, having cared — 
to help.—E. Ebert.
